A contract between Associated 
Students and BIGnerd.com was 
finalized on Sept. 2, allowing an 
alternative to the Hornet 
Bookstore and a lucrative opportu- 
nity for students to purchase and 
sell textbooks. 

‘BIGnerd.com is an eBay-style 
textbook exchange program that 
eliminates. the middleman, allow- 
ing students to save money when 
purchasing textbooks, and reap 
larger profits when selling them. 

Sacramento State alumni Ryan 
Gillette and Terry Donohue found- 


ed the online company. 

ASI President Josh Wood and 
Executive Vice President Angel 
Barajas met with Shane Barker, 
BIGnerd.com campus director, on 
Sept. 2 in the ASI conference 
room to execute the deal. 

“This is a big accomplish- 
ment,’ said Wood. “It’s one of our 
biggest projects from last year that 
we’ ve worked on for months.” 

The contract was drafted and 
revised multiple times since legis- 
lation passed on Feb. 25, 2004. 

“There were so many things 
we learned just in this process of 


writing contracts,” said Wood.,

Pedestrians aren’t the only ones 
using the American River Parkway. A 
mountain lion was spotted Aug. 25 on 
the American River bike trail, not far 
from Guy West Bridge. 

Around 6 a.m., Sacramento resi- 
dent Loretta Franzi was riding along 
the east side of the river between the 
Guy West Bridge and H Street Bridge 
when she saw what she described as a 
mountain lion in front of her. The cat 
moved off the path as Franzi rode by 
and then moved back into place after 
She had passed, according to the 
police report. 


“Tt had me pretty shook up,” 
Franzi said. “It did a half circle of 
about 3 feet to avoid me, then contin- 
ued like it was on a mission.” 

Franzi was too startled to immedi- 
ately relate the incident, so her hus- 
band notified campus police, who 


then notified the Sacramento Police 


Department as well as Sacramento 
County Park Ranger Supervisor 
Steve Flannery. 

“There had been a few sightings a 
week before, but it is really hard to 
identify a mountain lion from the 
identifications. some people give,”

A party at Jefferson Commons, 
which required police intervention, 
has resulted in stricter security poli- 
cies for the apartment complex. 

On the night of Aug. 27, six days 
after the first move-in date, residents 
launched beer bottles from the third 
story in the direction of police vehi- 
cles, leaving the officers with no 
choice but to break up the parties. 

The apartment complex is locat- 
ed close to Sacramento State, at 
6730 4th Ave., and the majority of its 
residents are Sac State students. 

Since this incident, there have 
been many changes in security poli- 
cies at Jefferson Commons. The 
original security company, which 
did not last longer than a week, has 
been replaced with a new one, with 


stricter rules for non-residents on the 


premises, 
Under the new company, securi- 
ty guards flock to the main eniz2nce 
and exit checking for identification 
and proof of residence. When a 
guest arrives on the property, tenants 
are advised to come meet them at the 
gate and give their approval. 

If these requirements are not 
met, the guest is asked to leave the 
premises. Security guards are calling 
this their form of a curfew. 
Jefferson Commons’ employees, as 
well as the security guards, claim 
that the new company has more 
authority because they are a branch 
of Sacramento Police Department. 


However, the police department 


seems to think otherwise. 

“We have no affiliation with 
Jefferson Commons,” said Michelle 
Lazark, assistant public information 


officer for the Sacramento Police 
Department. “We do not endorse 
any security companies.” 
Residents at Jefferson Commons 
feel that this new process is not only 
inconvenient, but something they 
never even knew about. 

“T live here to be away from my 
parents, not to be in a jail,” said Sac 
State sophomore Danny Sullivan, a 
resident of Jefferson Commons. 
Many policies in the lease state 
clauses..referring to restrictions on 
guests on the premises. However, 
the lease does not refer to any cur- 
few in which guests without proper 
identification or approval at the gate 
are asked to leave. 
Jefferson Commons and its parent 
company, JPI Property 
Management, were unaware of the 
policies being enforced at this new 
apartment complex.

pitchers of beer, and then get to-go 
-cups before they left,’ Humble said.

Humble said that this was the 


first time any of their employees 
- have been caught serving alcohol to 
Mninors. 


The Pub at Riverfront Center 
also serves beer, but never offered 
pitchers.

ed, they scan driver’s licenses 
through a machine that reads the bar 
code on the back. This practice not 
only eliminates the possibility of 
misreading a license, but ferrets out 
many faked identifications, as well. 

Some students are disappointed 
by the change, and said they appre- 
ciated the pitchers of beer Round 
Table offered and because the $7 
pitcher was a better deal than a $3 
glass of beer. 

“T liked the pitchers that they 
used to serve,” said Todd, a student 
patron who asked that his last name 
not be used. “But I can see why they 
do not serve the pitcher.” 

Humble also said that despite the 
policy changes, she has not seen any 
adverse effects to their volume of 
business, and still expects large 
crowds for Sacramento Kings’ 
games this season. 

Another student patron who also 
declined to use her last name, Jenny, 
was celebrating a birthday at Round 
Table. 

“I’m disappointed, I can’t share 
a pitcher with my friends on my 
twenty-first birthday, but at least I 
can still have a beer on campus,”

“We wanted to make sure we 
lobby that students get as much 
money as possible in the whole 
process.” 

Other details include protecting 
both entities. from fraud and mar- 
keting design. 

Barajas will organize and man- 
age a committee of 10 students, 
and possibly student volunteers, to 
tackle a vigorous public relations 
and promotion effort. The com- 
mittee has an annual budget of 
$2,500 to launch the initial phase 
of marketing. 

‘“We’re trying to get two to four 
thousand students to register on 
the website, and just basically 


make Sac State students aware of 
this, so that every year it can mul- 
tiply,’ Barajas said. 3 
Barajas said he also plans to 
ask professors to add 
BIGnerd.com to their syllabuses to 
help get the word out. Faculty can 
assist by letting students know 
whether or not their textbooks will 
be used the following semester. 
‘Most of the faculty that we’ ve 
talked to, they’re very supportive 
of the idea and they want to make 


sure that it gets pushed,’ Wood 


said. 

The user-friendly Web site took 
two and a half years to design. 
Students can expect to search for 
textbooks by title, author, seller, or

“Even if Sac State isn’t buying 
a particular book, another college 
might,” Barker said. “I’m excited.

Administration cites diseases 
as justification for removal.

The once familiar sight of 
wild chickens roaming the cam- 
pus grounds has all but vanished. 
Some administrators said that 
there were health concerns over 
the animals” presence on campus. 

“The birds’ population 
decrease last year was from natu- 


ral causes, but last May, the 


Board of Trustees found them to 
be health concerns, wild animals 
spreading disease,” ‘said Ann 


‘ Reed, vice president of public 


affairs. 

“With the West Nile Virus and 
other illnesses like SARS and 
bird flu, you do not want a large 
flock of chickens around. The 
diseases: make the chickens’ less 
desirable to have on campus.” 

The CSU Board of Trustees 
approved a revision of safety pol- 
icy on.CSU campuses last 
January. One of the safety con- 
cerns involved the possibility of 
students getting sick by wild life 
and. other animals, specifically 
with feces and sanitation issues. 

‘Nothing has been said about 
removing the wild life that natu- 
rally exists on campus,” said 
Colleen Bentley, director of pub- 
lic affairs for California State 
University, Long Beach. “The 


policy is directed towards people 
who bring their dogs and other 
pets onto campus and who don’t 
clean up after them.” 
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The Centers for Disease 
and Prevention ‘in 


Atlanta said the bird flu is affect- 


ing bird populations worldwide. 


and human cases have been 
reported. 

’ The outbreak of bird flu was 
confirmed among poultry in 
Cambodia, China, Hong Kong, 
Indonesia and a few other coun- 
tries, and killed six people in 
Hong Kong in 1997. 


The center reports, the flu to 


rarely infect humans. 
According to the CDC Web site, 


_ the virus is spread through saliva, 


nasal fluids and feces of infected 
birds. Bird flu experts say birds 
contract the illness when they 
come into contact with contami- 
nated excretions, also believing 
that most cases of human infec- 
tions result from contact with 
infected poultry or contaminated 
surfaces. 


Steve Garcia, vice president 


of administration, said no orders 
have been issued to remove the 
chickens. When asked how he 


felt about the animals sharing ~ 


space with the university’s 
human inhabitants, Garcia stood 
on both sides of the issue. 

“The chickens present some 
challenges on campus,” Garcia 


said. “Chickens could be hurt by — 


students and, since I own a farm, 
I know that if chickens aren’t 
taken care of, they can become 
health concerns.”

I 
was enrolled in a creative writing 
class at Sac State as part of the con- 
tinuing education program for adult 
students while I worked various jobs 
and tried to figure things out. 

By contrast, Teresa Hightower 
was a Sac State Senior from San 
Diego working her way through col- 
lege and just months from gradua- 
tion. Once her degree was complet- 
ed, Teresa planned to return to San 
Diego and become a college coun- 
selor. She was fluent in Spanish, 
knew sign language and according to

her mother, she was friendly and 
trusting, even with strangers. 

I remember her as a somewhat 
wiry, somewhat outspoken, openly 
friendly and mildly spunky. Twenty 
years of brain edits and memory loss 
reveal her in my mind’s eye as pos- 
sessing a small frame and thick curly 
brown hair. Her skin was a light olive 
tone perhaps belying my perception 
of her as from either Spanish or 
Portuguese descent. After all this 
time, I could be wrong. 

Memory continues to fail me 
slightly, but I recall that the news 
must have come on a Wednesday 
night in November of that year. The 
evening was cold and drizzly and 
typical for an early Sacramento rain- 
storm. The streets were slick and 
shiny like seal skin, illuminated by 
the bright moon that shone down 
through the fast moving cumulus. 
Professor Bankowsky started class 
late that night, he looked slightly 
weary, certainly more worm than 
usual. The class was not large, per-

haps 10 or 12 students in all, so 
everyone knew each other to some 
degree and friendships developed 
rather easily. | 
Professor Bankowsky positioned 
himself at the end of the conference 
table, fists clenched on the table to 
steady himself while he delivered the 


- horrible news. One of our class- 


mates, Teresa Hightower had been 
murdered two nights previous and a 
detective may be coming into class to 
talk to us about the murder. His 
words sucked the air right from the 
room, the collective gasp an awful 
chorus. 

Oddly, no detective ever did 
show up and the only account I had 
ever_read about the murder was a 
cursory piece in the Sacramento Bee 
with a brief description of her stab- 
bing and the fact that she lived 
Downtown. And no suspects. That 
was it. A few words from a professor, 
a small mention in the newspaper 
and she was gone. Hers was a life of 
promise brutally snuffed out almost 
before it began. Eventually, a man 
was arrested in the case but released 
because of insufficient evidence. 
Then, 19 years of _ silence. 
Somewhere in the darkness of our 
streets lurked the rough beast slouch- 
ing towards more innocent victims. 

I would think about her often, 
somehow reliving in my mind’s eye 


the awful film noir scene that played 
out in her Downtown apartment. Her 
murder was brutal. She was bound, 
gagged, sexually assaulted and 
stabbed in the throat. It’s the kind of 
scene that gets worse when you close 
your eyes to elude it. 

In June of 2002, Teresa’s family 
was relieved by the news that the 
original suspect in the case was posi- 
tively linked to the case through 
DNA evidence found at the scene 
from the suspect after his original 
arrest. Some might consider this old 
news, but Teresa Hightower deserves 
to be remembered by us because she 
made a conscious choice to attend 
Sac State. 

Had she made another choice, 
gone to school closer to home, things 
surely would have turned out differ- 
ent for her. The course of her life was 
sure to help others through her coun- 
seling job, the languages, and the 
sign language that she learned. Her 
family deserves to know that Teresa 
is remembered in some way by the 
college and the city that she chose to 


pursue the beginnings of her career.

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Cats spreading 


bird flu in Asia

WASHINGTON — Cats not 
only can catch the deadly bird 
flu but can spread it to other 
felines, Dutch researchers said in 
a report Thursday~ that raises 
important questions “about the 
pets’ role in outbreaks. 

So far, cats have not been 
implicated in the spread of avian 
flu to people, said Dr. Klaus 
Stohr, the World Health 
Organization’s influenza chief. 

There are two potential rea- 
sons, he said. “One is nobody 
looked. The other is they don’t 
play a role” because infected 
cats do not shed nearly as much 
virus as do infected poultry, 
Stohr said. 

Bird flu has caused recurring 
outbreaks in recent years and has 
killed 27 people in Asia this 
year. Until now, human infec- 
tions have been traced to direct 
contact with infected poultry or 
poultry waste, and millions of 
chickens and other fowl have 
been slaughtered in attempts to 
stem the disease. 

Hearing of the Dutch discov- 
ery, the WHO urged scientists to 
examine household cats and 
other mammals whenever 
researchers investigate human 
bird-flu infections. The first such 
check, in Vietnam last week, 
found cats in patients’ house- 
holds were healthy, Stohr said. 

The cat research “is of con- 
siderable concern” because it 
illustrates the virus’ continuing 
adaptation in mammals, said Dr. 
Nancy Cox of the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

“It increases opportunities for 
human infection, this time from 
a mammalian species,” said Cox, 
who wonders if dogs, too, are 
infected. “We need to do a lot 
more in the veterinary arena in 
order to understand what other 
animals can be infected and can

transmit the virus.” 

Because bird flu is quite dif- 
ferent from human influenza 
strains that typically infect peo- 
ple, scientists fear it eventually 
could lead to a human flu pan- 
demic. So they are closely 
watching for the virus among 
other mammals. 

Last winter, Thai veterinari- 
ans reported that bird flu had 
killed three house cats. That was 


a big surprise, because domesti-. 


cated cats have long been 
thought resistant to infection 
from influenza A viruses, the 
family that harbors bird flu, 
called HS5N1. 

The new research, reported in 
the journal Science, goes further 
to show cats fairly easily spread 
the disease to each other. 

The scientists obtained HSN1 


from a fatal human case in. 


Vietnam and sprayed it into the 
throats of three cats. All became 
very ill; one died within the 
week. 

Next, they housed two 
healthy cats with the sick cats. 
And, they fed three other healthy 
cats an infected chick apiece. All 
the cats got sick. 

“The role of cats in the spread 
of H5N1 virus between poultry 
farms, and from poultry to 
humans, needs to be reassessed,” 
concluded lead researcher Thijs 
Kuiken, a virologist at 
Rotterdam’s Erasmus Medical 
Center. 

The discovery isn’t as alarm- 
ing to flu specialists as was 
China’s recent acknowledgment 
that a few pigs harbored bird flu. 
Because pigs catch human 
influenza, too, they are consid- 
ered the mammal in which 
genetic mixing to create a super- 
flu is mostly likely. 

But Asian farmers battling 
bird flu should “keep an eye on 
your other animals in the house,” 
WHO’s Stohr said. “If there’s 
any disease, there is reason for 
concern.”

Continued from A1 
covered .up before anyone gets 
there.” 

The cat was sandy colored and 
about 4 feet high with a profile a lit-

“Tt was described as being about 
60 pounds with no links on the tail 
and according to the size of it, it 
matches the description of a coyote,” 
said Dave Lydik, the chief ranger for 
Sacramento County Parks.

None of the sightings have been 
confirmed, and one that was caught 
on video by a resident was examined 
and turned out to be a house cat mis- 
taken for a mountain lion, Lydik said. 

According to the park ranger 
department, there has never been an 


~ attack on the American River, and 


there have only been a handful 
reported in California since the turn 
of the century, most of which 
occurred in Southern California. 

“We want people to be aware, 
and if they should encounter a moun- 
tain lion to make yourself look big, 
yell and don’t run away or it will 
chase you down,’ Lydik said.

In football, a team needs the 


guys who excel at what you would: 
' call the, “glamour” positions. 


While quarterbacks and wide 
receivers are more noticeable to 
spectators, a team needs guys who 
are going to get hit on every play 
and do the little things that may 
not get all the glory. Enter running 
back Tyronne Gross, who does all 
the little things, glamorously. 

To this year’s Sacramento 
State football team, the. most visi- 
ble offensive players are senior 
quarterback Ryan Leadingham 
and potential All-American senior 
wide receiver Fred Amey, but the 
guy who makes the offense that 
much more dangerous is the junior 
running back Gross. , 

Sac State averaged 27 points in 
the eight games Gross started in 
2003, but only seven points per 
game in the three games after 
Gross’ injury. 

A back like Gross always 
makes it easier for a passing game 


to succeed. Past NFL teams and ~ 


great quarterbacks succeeded the 
most from having dangerous run- 
ning backs. Terrell Davis did it for 
John Elway and Emmitt Smith for 
Troy Aikman. Those duos com- 
bined for eight Super Bowl wins. 

“Last year when (Leadingham) 
got hurt, teams tried to pack the 
box to stop the run and it allowed 
Fred (Amey) to do some good 
things. But after Tyronne got hurt, 
they could start doubling up on 
Fred and it hurt our offense,” 
head coach Steve Mooshagian 
said. 

Gross was easily on pace to 
surpass the 1,000-yard mark last 
season before his injury. 

He had four 100-yard games in 
a five week stretch which included 

a 240-yard performance against

gle game. He finished the season 
with 812 yards in only eight 
games. 

In his red shirt junior season, 
Gross should pick up where he left 
off before he sustained a season- 
ending knee injury in the opening 
moments of the home contest 
against Eastern Washington. 

He suffered partial tears both 
the ACL and MCL ligaments in 
his knee, but no surgery was need- 


ed, 


“It feels pretty good,” Gross 
said of his knee at practice last 
week. 

He rehabbed all summer on it, 
improving his strength, quickness 
and speed. 

“My speed coach got me a lot 
faster and got me in great shape,” 
Gross said. “I improved my speed 
by running a 4.28 forty (yard 


dash), that was a big adjustment.” - 


Mooshagian has been more 
than satisfied from what he’s seen 
from Gross thus far in practice. 

“He looks good so far. His 
injury looks like a non-factor; he’s 
come back and done everything 
we’ve asked him to do. Tyronne 
looks in mid-season form right 
now, he’s better than he was at any 
time last year.. He’s better than 
could be expected right now.” 

The thought of a faster Gross is 


something that will keep opposing 


coaches up late at night. 

UC Davis Head Coach Bob 
Biggs describes Gross as a power- 
ful and scary back. 

“He’s a threat every time he 
touches the ball. He has good cut- 
ting ability and good vision. He’s 
the kind of runner who uses his 


_ Strength to wear down opponents. © 


He gets better as the game goes on 
and as he gets more and more 
touches.” 

Biggs’ Aggies were able to 
hold Gross to only 62 yards in last 
season’s Causeway Classic, but 
with his trimmed down frame and 
improved speed it should be much 
different this year. 

Gross won’t have to wait long 
to face Biggs’ Aggies as this 
year’s Causeway is Sept. 25 in

final part of last season. 

“T pray that I stay healthy and 
that everyone on this team stays 
healthy, because that was our 
biggest issye last year; that’s why 
we didn’t have too many victories. 
We had a lot of key injures and it 
hurt us pretty bad not having 
depth. I believe if everyone stays 
healthy we ‘should have a pretty 
good season.” 

The pressure is something one 
of Gross’ high school coaches 
thinks he should be able to handle. 

“He puts very high expecta- 
tions on himself and he has always 
been able to back it up,” said Mike 
Byerly, the current Lincoln high of 
Stockton head coach. 

“He has always been a hard 
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worker in the weight room and in 
the classroom. He’s not an arro- 
gant kid but an extremely hard 
worker.” 

The expectations of others are 
something that Gross doesn’t real- 
ly feel. 

“Tf there is pressure on me I try 
not to worry about it. I just focus 
on what I have to do for the team 
and what the coaches want from 
me. I had a little over 800 yards in 
seven games, so with a full season 
ahead I really want to get that 
thousand this year.” 

If Sac State is to do some dam- 
age in the Big Sky, they are going 
to need Gross to get his thousand 
and hopefully for the Hornets and 
Mooshagian, much more.

‘With a new head coach, a new 
style of play and a handful of new 
players on the roster, the Sacra- 
mento State women’s soccer team. 
hopes to establish a new winning 
trend in 2004. | 

The Hornets are poised to be- 
gin a new era under first-year head 
coach Katie Poynter. Poynter was 
the top assistant coach with the 
team last year, and was promoted 
after the abrupt resignation of 
Karen Hanks last spring. After 
some tough seasons in the not-so- 
distant past, Poynter has stressed 
starting with a clean slate and de- 
veloping a legitimate, competitive 
Division I soccer program. 

The Hornets will return 10 of 
11 starters from last year, with 10 
new players joining the team for 
the 2004 season.

““We’re trying our best to play 
and get them immediately orient- 
ed with the system and incorporate 
them into our play,’ Poynter said. 


Although the season has not 
started the way the team had 
hoped, Poynter is not discouraged.

“Vanity Fair,’ based on the 
novel by William Makepeace 
Thackeray, attempts to dig into 
issues of the class and caste system, 
but fails to fully capture 
Thackeray’s original criticism.

Choose wisely: Birth control 


pills not right for everyone

-(U-WIRE) ITHACA, N.Y. - 
Nicole Bryla was a student at the 
University of Texas who, while jog- 
ging down Main Street in the town of 
Fredericksburg, Texas, suddenly col- 
lapsed and died. The cause of Bryla’s 


death? A pulmonary embolism, a 


condition caused by blood clots that 
form in the legs and travel to the 
lungs until they block arteries. Nearly 
10 percent of people with this condi- 
tion die within the first hour of its 
onset. After many tests, doctors 
linked Bryla’s death to her birth con- 
trol pill. 

‘The pill is the number one birth 
control method we prescribe,” said 
Barbara Jastran, Clinical Counselor 
RN, MSW at Cornell University-area 
Gannett Health Center. In recent 
years, the number of women using 
the pill has risen. Why? Because it is 
easy, convenient, reputable and has a 
99.9 percent rate of success. Many 
women are using the pill, and nearly 
none of them have experienced the 
complications Bryla faced. 

An article in The New England 
Journal of Medicine, “Oral 
Contraceptives and the Risk of 
Venous Thrombosis” . (2001), 
reviewed several studies that con- 
cluded that women on the birth con- 
trol pill are three to six times more 
likely to develop.venous thrombosis. 
The article explained, “The absolute 
risk, however, remains low. A base- 
line risk of less than 1 per 10,000 per- 
son-years is increased to 3 to 4 per 
10,000 person-years during the time 
when oral contraceptives are being 
used,” 

Simply put, venous thrombosis is 
an incredibly rare affliction, whether 
on the pill or not. “What (Bryla) had 
is not new. Pulmonary embolism was 
understood the day the pill rolled off 
the presses,” said Dr. Susan Miller, a 
physician at Gannett.

there are risk factors. Sometimes 
there aren’t any. For example, an 


obese female is already at risk of 


developing a blood clot.” 

The birth control pill is not for 
everybody. Jastran meets with 
women each day who are searching 
for a suitable method of contracep- 
tion. Jastran never blindly suggests 
the pill — instead she spends time 
exploring all the options and examin- 
ing the woman’s past medical history, 
along with the medical history of 
family members, 

“‘T go through options of prevent- 
ing pregnancy with them. What is 


- their most important need? It may be 


total spontaneity, no interruptions, so 
the condom is not the right choice,” 
Jastran said. 

Choosing contraception is an 
extremely individual process. Some 


women dislike hormone treatment 


and prefer the. rhythm method sup- 
plemented with a condom. Other 
women hate swallowing pills and 
would rather receive hormonal shots 
every three monthsg,,It is Jastran’s job 
to explore all the options, from vagi- 
nal spermicides to the NuvaRing. 
From a chart with over ten options,

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there is something to suit a variety of 
needs. 

Many women are not aware of 
the recent additions to the hormonal 
methods of pregnancy prevention. 
Along with the pill, there is now the 
patch (Ortho Evra), the ring 
(NuvaRing), and the shot (Depo 
Provera). 


The patch, which resembles a 


nicotine patch, is worn for a week at 
a time, for three weeks each month. 
The medication is absorbed through 
the skin; because of the direct hor- 
mone flow into the bloodstream, the 
patch works for women who suffer 
from eating disorders such as bulim- 
ia. A common side effect is break- 
through bleeding. 

The ring looks like a rubber 
bracelet, and is inserted into the vagi- 
na for three wéeks at a time. It dis- 
penses the necessary hormones into 
the woman’s system. 

The shot is one dose that lasts 
three months. It results in menstrua- 
tions. that are different from the pill, 
patch and ring. Sometimes women 
on the shot may not get their period 
for a long time. Those who use the 
shot for more than three years often 


‘ develop problems with bone density, 


because the shot injects progesterone, 
not estrogen, into the woman’s body. 
These less traditional, yet more 
convenient, methods are popular 
among women who forget to take 
their daily pills. Although there are 
side effects for nearly every prescrip- 
tion birth control method, the majori- 
ty of patients who have a normal peri- 
od have about 10 options from which 
to choose. The pill’s main advantage 
is its ability to vary hormone levels. 
“On the patch you can’t vary. 
There is one composition. With oral 
contraceptives, if you are on it for 
three months and there are still side 
effects, then we see if there is too lit- 
tle estrogen, too little progesterone, or 
too much of something ... the adjust- 
ment’ is based on a specific objec- 


tive,” Miller said. 

Despite the meticulous medical 
thinking that goes into choosing the 
correct birth control method, many 
women do not treat the pill, patch, 
ring or shot as a drug. 

“Some people don’t see the pill 
as medication. If their doctor asks 
them if they are on medication, they 
say no, even if they are on the birth 
control pill,” Jastran said. It is impor- 
tant for women to remember that the 


pill is a drug with side effects. 


“Being on the pill has risks, and a 
lot of women don’t take it seriously. 
The likelihood of a problem is small, 
but you have to report problems if 
you see them,” said Miller. For 
instance, women should never be on 
the pill around surgery, because. 
immobilization of the body may lead 
to blood clots. 

Another factor women must 


remember is that the birth control pill 
only prevents pregnancy. It does not 


protect against sexually transmitted 
infections. 

“College women think about 
pregnancy, and. they don’t think 
beyond pregnancy. There is a much 
bigger picture than just getting preg- 
nant,” said Jennifer Austin, a com- 
munication specialist at Gannett. 

Gannett offers many services to 
help women confront issues relating 
to birth control and STI prevention. 

“Gannett helps focus on all risks. 
There is a whole educational process 
in learning what an acceptable risk is 
for you,” Austin said. 

“We carry all options that any pri- 
vate doctor or family planning center 
would, We are in the business of pre- 
vention. We are working with the 
young population without telling 
them what to do, but they have to tell 
us if something isn’t working,” said 
Jastran. 

‘People should come in and get 
information if nothing else. It might 
lead more women to choose some- 
thing,” Miller concluded.

The stereotypical reggae 
crowd changed into a melting pot 
of people at Caesar’s Palace in 
Tahoe last Wednesday night. 
Young hipsters mixed smoothly 
with the older dreadlocked crowd 
and the whole harmonious lot 


‘blended together by the sweet 


sounds of reggae. 

The Roots, Rock, Reggae 
Festival tour wound down its sum- 
mer action at Caesar’s Palace with 
a final, mind-blowing finish to an 
appreciative crowd. Toots Hibbert 
and the Maytals opened up the set, 
while the Marley Brothers, five of 
Bob Marley’s sons, filled out the 
concert in legendary style. 

Toots Hibbert and the Maytals, 
powerful yet underlying forces in 
reggae, warmed up the midweek 
crowd with an evocative style and 
profound lyrics. Hibbert has been 
a part of the reggae scene since 
1962; when he helped form the 


original Maytals. Since then, 


Hibbert’s contributions to the evo- 
lution of reggae have been formi- 
dable, even to the point of being 
credited with coining the first pub- 
lished version of the word ‘reg- 
gay.’ 

Hibbert began with gospel 
music and progressed through all 
ithe changes of the Jamaican musi- 





cal movement that resulted in reg- 
gae. He played ska, soul, rock- 
steady and reggae at different 
points in his career. At the height 


of his musical power, Hibbert was: 


imprisoned for marijuana use and 
incarcerated for 18 months. He 
claimed innocence, and some of 
his fans have implied that he was 
jailed because he became too pop- 
ular, and his free-thinking style 
didn’t agree with people in power 
at the time. Whatever the circum- 
stances, his imprisonment resulted 
in one of his most popular songs, 
54-46 (That’s my number).” 

On Wednesday, Hibbert came 
onstage amid raucous cheers. He 
started his set with a mellow feel, 
quickly moving toward more 
energetic beats. He incorporated 
old and new favorites, singing 
songs from his new album, “True 
Love” and tunes from previous 
recordings. His call-and-respond 
style got the crowd into it early. 
Later, he pulled out some impres- 
sive dance moves, with some of 
the Maytals backup singers com- 
ing out to join him in a hip-shak- 
ing routine that got the crowd 
undulating like crazy. 


Ziggy, Stephen, Julian, 


Damien, and Ky-Mani stepped 
onto the stage with a demonstra- 
tion that showed they haven’t for- 
gotten their father’s legend. The 
five came together for this tour, 


putting their own individual 
efforts on hold to pay tribute to 
reggae and the amazing man they 
called ‘dad.’ 

Led by Bob Marley carbon- 
copy Ziggy, (the resemblance 
makes you swear it’s Marley him- 
self), the brothers charged out 


with waist-length dreadlocks fly- — 


ing and a Jamaican flag waving. 
They proceeded to open with a 
Bob Marley tribute, and then 


worked their way outward to more 


collaborative efforts, with old reg- 


gae favorites mixed in. Though | 


the crowd was a little hazy, they 
couldn’t stop grooving to the 
Marleys’. awesome talent and 
musical solidarity. 

Front man Ziggy Marley is 
reportedly the brother who got the 
whole thing together—in keeping 
with the Bob Marley legacy, the 
Roots Rock and Reggae tour has 
been moving throughout the coun- 
try for about 16 years, under vari- 
ous titles. No reggae tour has ever 
had a collaborative Marley family 
effort involved, and this tour is 


actually the first time that all five 


brothers have performed together. 
They each have successful indi- 
vidual reggae careers and chart- 
topping hits in the reggae scene. 
The result is a clean alliance with 
strong irie roots that show inspira- 
tion and depth, while honoring an 
icon.
